Th e case of Robbins vs. Mascari, 
an appeal from Squ ire Stech ’s equ rt 
to th e circu it cou rt, was tried today, 
and th e evidence w*as conclu ded th is 
morning, and th e case given to th e 
ju ry abou t 2:3ft th is afternoon. 
Th e c*ase involves a sale of a car 
load of w*ater melons by th e W. H. 
Robbins 
and Company 
wh olesale 
firm of Greensbu rg, wh ich w*as sold 
to th e M. J. Mascari commission firm 
in tpie city on Ju dy 22, 1920.

According to th e u ndispu ted testi­ 
mony th is morning; th e car load was 
solid to th e Ru sh ville firm for $400, 
delivered h ere, and contained 
ap­ 
proximately 900 w*ater melons. 
Th e defendant tih is morning main­ 
tained th at wh en th e car arrived, it 
was delayed, and m'anv of th e mel­ 
ons w*ere rotten. 
A representative 
of th e local ..commission firm com­ 
mu nicated th en with 
th e 
Robbins 
company *at Greensbu rg and it was 
decided between th em to redu ce th e 
originall cost of th e car from $400 to 
$325, becau se of th e rotten melons. 
Th e defendant fu rth er testified 
th at h e sold th e melons to different 
Ru sh ville and Ru sh 
cou nty 
firms, 
and most of th em were Retu rned to 
h im becau se th ey were green, 
and 
h ad not ripened. He th en refu sed to 
pay th e balance wh ich was du e on 
th e bill of goods, 
wh ich dedu cting 
th e freigh t th at 
h e h ad paid and 
agreed to pay, amou nted to $177.71. 
Parctieally every grocer in Bu sh - 
viWe and' several 
firms, from 
th e 
su rrou nding towns were called 
as. 
witnesses 
for th e defendant, 
and 
th ey testified th at th e melons w*ere 
worth less. 
Th e case w*as filed and tried once 
before in th e ju stice of peace cou rt, 
and ju dgment w*as fou nd for th e 
plaintiff,

A. McLean, abou t seventy years 
of age, one of th e best known men 
in th e Ch ristian Broth erh ood, died 
Wednesday at a. sanitariu m in Bat­ 
tle Creek, Mich igan according to 
word received h ere 
today by th e 
Rv. L. E. Brown, pastor of th e Main 
Street ch u rch . 
. 
Mr. McLean w*as one of th e moist 
prominent land beloved -men in 
th e 
Broth erh ood and' was known to th e 
members of every congregation in 
Ru sh cou nty. He h as been in Ru sli- 
viUe and several persons h ere were 
personally acqu ainted with h im. For 
years h e was president of th e For­ 
eign a Ch ristian 
Missionary 
society 
and previou s 
to th at time w*as at 
th e h ead of Beth any college. 
Mr. McLean went to Battle Creek 
for a minor operation and w*as ap­ 
parently recovering 
w*hen h e su d­ 
denly grew w*orSe and died w*ith ou t 
any su ffering. It is th ou gh t h is death 
was du e to h eart failu re or apoplexy 
Fu neral services will be h eld at St.

Legion men patroled th e streets and
